Though this letter was nat entirely fatisfa&tory, I would 
have’ refted fatisfied with the dbove conceffion, had I not 
been affured, by numbers who heard him, that it was a mere 
evafion, as he fad advally charged me with foliciting both 
parties. Having, therefore, fourid bine fo averfe to write, I 
waited till the evening of lait debate, when I fent him a 
verbal meflage, informing him, that-as the quotation from 
his fpeechdiffered effentially from the conitruction which 
had been put-upon his words by the audience, a public de- 
claration of what was therein exprefled wotld rectify the 
miftake, and I would ¢ftcem it a fafficient fatisfaction. 

This requett, however, Mr’ Balmain thought proper not 
to comply with; and to have urged him to it, by a public 
attack, duritgethe debate, would have been combating on 
very unequal terms, as he is greatly my fuperior in the art 


and praétice. of extempore fpeaking. 

it is with ‘regret dee I find ev fell neceffitated to take 
this public notice of the coudué of a gentleman with whom 
I have always endeavoured to be upon a friendly footing, as

vinces me that the meafure is now mote ueceffary than ever; 
as, without the detail of facts above fet forth, my character 
might fuffer ia the eiteem of the public,—the fummary, 
which deferibes me too plainly to be miftaken (though it e- 
gregiouily mifreprefents what I fuid) being now in every bo- 
dy’s hands, 

Thefe cireumftances will therefore, L hope, plead a fuffi- 
cient apology for my troubling you with fuch a tedious let-
